praise to utter in speaking of the 
great man, the genius, the holy 
pontiff, whom God had called to a 
heavenly reward after a long life 
spent in His service, to His glory, 
and to the triumph of His Church. 

Leo XIII. was born at Carpineto, 
on March 2, 1810. He was elected 
Pope on February 20, 1878, and 

died on the 20th of July 1903, in 
his 94th year after a reign of 25 
years.
